“The Kauat '0'O

The Birds of Hawaii commemorative medals have 
continued to be very popular and the Honolulu Coin 
Club is pleased to announce it’s newest addition to 
the series. This years issue feature the Kauai Oo or 
the Acrulocercus Braccatus as it is formally known 
in the ornithological journals. The genus includes 
four distinct species in the Hawaiian chain with one 
each on the islands of Oahu, Molokai, Hawaii, and 
Kauai, respectively. They differ in appearance, 
habits, and size while belonging to the same family 
of honey eaters. The Kauai bird is the smallest of the 
group and it’s Hawaiian name is Oo aa. The word 
aa meaning a dwarf or small person, thus the tran- 
slation, "the little Oo." 


Endemic to the lust "Garden Island", it’s coloration 
is defined as having a black head, wings, and 
pointed tail, while the undersides is a dark smokey 
brown. Also, a white patch in the wing is especially 
~ noticeable in flight as the same occurs on the throat 
area but with a barred effect, and the feathers on the 
legs are a bright golden yellow. Sadly, the Kauai 
Oo is in dire danger of becoming extinct, a fate that 
is presumed to have already befallen it’s relatives on 
the other three islands. 


Our club treasurer, Charlie Matsuda, has once again 
done a skillful job in rendering the artwork for the 
number six edition. Mintage of the one ounce .999 
fine silver and bronze pair is limited to two hundred 
and fifteen sets. As always, the 39 MM medals are 
packaged in attractively illustrated inserts as well as 
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matching envelopes. They will be made available at 
the club’s annual Statehood Day Coin Show in mid- 
August as well as through the mail. Sales via the 
postal system is $28.00 postpaid\insured and all 
orders may be directed to: Honolulu Coin Club, 
P.O. Box 6063, Honolulu, Hawaii 96818.
